Wuen a great ship goes down, carrying with her 
to the bottom a thousand souls, there is an outcry 
through the land; inquests are held, and investiga- 
tion is demanded, When a battle takes place, as at 
Solferino, gnd fifty thousand men are slain, we la- 
| ment over the perversity of Princes, whose am- 
bition leads to the destruction of human life. But, 
in these cases, death comes suddenly, and in accu- 
mulation. We are stunned for a moment at the 
positive amount of palpable loss; we do not regard 
minute and isolated elements of loss which daily 


| gceur around us, aud whose aggregate amount is 


far greater than that entailed by the destruction of 
an Armada, or the occurrence of ten Solferinos. 


It is proved by stern and infallible statistics that 
one hundred thousand lives are annually sacrificed 
in England alone, from want of the commonest sa- 
nitary care. England offers up a hecatomb every year, 
in theshape of 100,000 of her people. It isestimated 
that if all the population were living in healthy con- 
dition, and if life were terminaied by natural decay, 
the ordinary age at which men and women should 
die would be about 80. The most cursory visiter of 
our churchyards could tell how far above the actual 
average that age is. Again, in salybrious districts, 
the average annual death rate is less than 17 in 1,000 
persons living, though even in these districts sanitary 
measures are not attended to; but the people enjoy 
pure, fresh air, and are employed upon agricultural 
work. About 22 inevery 1,000 is the average of 
death throughout all England, but in the urban 
districts 36 die out of every 1,000, As 419,000 per- 
sons died in 1847-8, from these data we have it in- 
ferred that 91,652 lives would have been preserved 
in that year, had the simplest rules of sanitary science 
been observed. 

Lock at the matter from another point 
of view, | Wherever preventive measyres have 
been adopted, there the proportionate rate of 
death has been diminished. At Croydon, the 
death rate was 28°16 in every thousand; by 
drainage it has been reduced, in the present 
year, to 15°75, oran annual saving of 196 lives. At 
Bradford, the death rate has diminished from 28} to 
22 ; at Liverpool, it has decreased from 37 to 27. It 
used to be the cage that out of every 2,800 infants 
consigned to workhouses, 2,690 died. This awful 
amount of death has, by drainage, &c., been reduced 
to 450. Ile who looks upon the little hillocks on 
our graveyards, and wonders at their number, is 
told that two out of every five children born die 
before they are two years old, and that not from the 
poorer classes only. The malaria which broods like 
a cloud over the filthy gutter of the lane is driven 

by the breeze into our wide streets and splendid 
buildings. The young mother, with every comfort 
that’ wealth can wrap around her, wonders why her 
infant's cheek grows pale, and flushes up hy jurns, 
and why it is that the young blossom fades away in 
her arms. 

We lately visited the Coombe and Frrancis-street. 

It was on a Sunday, when the more striking signs of 
squalor and misery would be removed. Here in the 

puddle little children played, if their slow and con- 
vulsiye movements could be called play.

This is no 
description, and it will apply to many 
quarters of the city.. We have seen the same things 
ih the lames and alleys of Michan’s and Paul's 
parishes, in the river portion of St. Mark's, in some 
distriets of St. Mary's, in the back slums of St. Anne's 
and St. 8. Whatever care is taken of our 
streets---all laying down and ripping up which 
takes place, the gas-pipe laying, and the tunnel 
building---all is expended upon the wealthier por- 
tions of our city. Turn aside from any of our 
squares, and in three minutes you will be ina 


‘| region where filth and miasma rule predominant. 


Four-fifths of our city are neglected for the appear- 
ance of the other fifth. 

We have, as yet, no registry of deaths. Had we 
these statistics we could, in two’or three years’ time, 
learn how many ; are killed off annually by 
preventible diseases. We could alarm men by fear 
who do not seem to be alarmed at the causes of death 
around them. There is not a festering dunghill, not a 
rotting heap, not an overflow of sewage, not an ac- 
cumulation of last week's mud and refuse, which does 
not exhale a pestilence. The wonder is, not that so 
many fall victims, but that so many escape. The 
great fire of London was a blessing, for it cleared 
away the nests oí the plague. Are we to wait until 
a similar calamity consumes half oyr city® Or, is 
the pestilence that walketh ia darkness to spread and 
thicken round us, and amongst us, before we insist upon 
th: cleansing of those quarters where the poor can be 
scarcely said to live? 


The Times on Commodore Tattnall's Corvespon- 
dence :— 

A very creditable narrative of the events in the Peiho 
River has been written by Commodore Tattnall, in com- 
mand of the United States’ squadron on the coast of 
China. It seems, indeed, to have been rather too favour- 
able to the English to fit the taste of some among the 
writer's countrymen, for he is nat a litthe earped at 
by some critics, who think that an American com- 
mander cannot better perform his duty than by keeping 
up an irritating rivalry with Englishmen, and affecting 
Russian sympathies on every occasion. Commodore Tatt- 
nall seems to have been simply desirous of advancing his 
country’s interest by facilitating the arrival of the Ame- 
rican Minister at Pekin, and, as this object could only 
be effected by the success of the Anglo-French expedi- 
tion, he wisely determined to accompany and assist it. Mr. 
Ward, the American Minister to Pekin, had had a long 
correspondence with the Chinese officials at Shanghai, 
and in June set off on his way to Pekin, where it was 
obligatory to exchange the Treaties on or before the 
18th of June. Then commenced a series of evasions, 
which seems to have convinced both the diplomatist 
and the sailor that some trickery, if not foul 
play of a worse deseription, was intended. The 
Chinese Commissioners declared that they them- 
selves must exchange the Treaties, which could only be 
done at Pekin, a place not to be reached under 60 days, 
even if they set off at once, which was impossible, as 
they were bound to await the arrival of the British 
Minister, Mr. Bruce. This gentleman, hqwever, arrived 
a few days afterwards, and refused to hold official inter- 
course with the Commissioners, on the ground that 
Pekin was the place named in the Treaties for the ex- 
change, and that he was hastening there for the 


purpose. 

The American Minister appears to have been cqually 
with his British colleague impressed with the idea 
that some treachery was intended, or that delay would 
be interposed to prevent the fulfilment of the strict 
letter of the Treaty, and so give the Chinese an oppor- 
tunity of backing out of their engagements. The naval 
officer shared this opinion. “I will here remark,” says 
the Commodore, “that the sincerity of the Chinese 


their countrymen at Shanghai stating that delay 
was their object, as they were fortifying the Peiho very 
strongly, and had placed in command a Mongol 
Prince of high military reputation, wha was 
known to be very hostile to the Treaties.” Thus 
it would appear, on the testimony of the American 
commander, that long before the Allies went near tlie 
Peiho, before Mr. Bruce had come to the country, be- 
fore there was the slightest question about the two 
channels of the river, and which the Europeans ought 
to ascend, it was known in Shanghai that preparations 
were being made for resisting the approach of the Am- 
bassadors, who had been solemnly accepted by the 
Treaty. No better answer can be given to the argu- 
ments of those who pretend that a sudden outrage on 
the Chinese was the cause of the massacre, or that the 
whole was a misconception, on account of the Allies 
having taken a wrong passage. It is perfectly

How completely the sequel confirmed the antici- 
pations of the Commodore at Shanghai will be seen by 
the remainder of the narrative. 

On the 21st of June the American squadron reached 
the anchorage off the Peiho, where it found the British 
and French Ministers and their fleet, There the Com- 
modore was at once informed by Admiral Hope that 
the Chinese had positively refused to allow 
the ascent of the river, the entrance to which 
was found strongly Sortified, and across which 
several lines of barricades had been ¢cansjwucted. 
They had demanded that the Ambassadors should re- 
main off the northern entrance of the river until the 
journey of the Conimissioners to Pekin had been com- 
pleted, and they had returned to conduct the Ambassa- 
dors to Court—a time which could not he less than two 
months. Now, this coutd only be regarded as an eva- 
sion. Ambassadors have a right to immediate safe- 
conduct to the Court to which they are accredited, and 
in this case there was an especial stipulation that 
they should go at once to Pekin and exchange the 
ratified Treaty. But it is needless to enter; into 
these details. 


nothing remained but to enforce on these barbarians— 
without bloodshed, if possible—fhe agreements to which 


Commodore ‘Tattnall, only a small river connected with 
the Peiho by a narrow creek, and dry in the summer. 
It is, therefore, not a branch of the Peiho at all, and the 
Allies only stood on their rights when they insisted on 
ascending the river which they had previously entered. 
So much did the Americans feel the treachery to which 
to they were all treated, that after a consultation be- 
tween Mr. Ward and the Commodore it was determined 
to ascend the river as if they knew nothing of the re- 
fusal which had been given to the English and French. 
“ At this time,” writes the American commander, and 
his evidence will be received by all who are not carried 
away by bigotry and partisanship, “there wes not a man 
to be seen in the forts, or a gun in ‘an embrasure, nor, 
although flagstaffs were on the parapets, was a flag dis- 
played. There was nothing to indicate that the forts 
were armed or manned, et events 
show this to have been a deception, and an 
ambuscade, intended, I do not doubt (in the confidence 
of their strength, and the small force of the British), io 
invilea conflict, in order to annul the treaties of last 
year.” The Commodore then details some acts of cour- 
tesy performed by Admiral Hope, and bears testimony 
to the friendly feeling which existed between the officers 
of the two nations. After same delay the Hritish and 
French determined on removing the barriersand making 
their way up. On the 25th, the day specified for the 
exchange of the Treaties, the British stood up the 
river for the barriers, Admiral Hope leading in one of 
the gunboats. How skilful was the ambuscade, and how 
well drilled those who sg to aay: the work of trea- 
chery, were seen by the event. “On a 4 miral'

A nation that does not fight for 
ideas, and holds the trade of glory cheap, may be driven 
to pas the weretet cortninse te tig ee 
of a longed sus se, ven war [itself a preca- 
ion ná namh se peace. What honest and harmless 
householder is there who, living in a dangerous neigh- 
bourhood, and beset with incessant warnings against 
burglars, would not rather fight it out at once than go 
to bed, night after night, with a loaded revolver under 
his pillow ? 

This is the feeling which, wherever two or three men 
are met together in the way of business, or travel, or 
social festivity, or public assembly, finds vent in talk 
about the national defences ; and we are constrained to 
own that the instinct which expresses itself more or 
less clumsily, ardently, or discreetly on these occasiwns, 
isa sound and natural one, and commends itself alike to 
patriotism and to common sense. The res 
ponsible directors of opinion, however, have 
another duty to perform than simply to echo 
convivial panics, or te lend the sanction of next 
morning’s cooler judgment to after-dinner alarms. It 
is theit office to give the right direction to the public 
impulses, and to subdue to serious uses the national vi- 
gilance and susceptibility. There is no fear of any Go- 
vernment’s adopting all the measures of safety which 
are so freely thrown out, regardless of expense, by 
speakers, and letter-writers, and pamphleteera without 
number and without end. But itis canceivable that to 
the official and the; courtly mind there may be some- 
thing attractive inJthe clameur of gratuitous advisers, 
who demand a considerable increase of the army, the 
development of an elaborate system of coast fortifications, 
and all sorts of ways and means of jobbery and patronage, 
besides that maintenance of the highest naval efficiency 
which not evea the Peace Society pretends to discoun- 
tenance, and those volunteer auxiliaries who are so cor- 
dially welcome at the Horse Guards. We believe we 
shall neither be unfaithfn] to liberal traditions, nor in- 
correct interpreters of the public mind, if we express 
our conviction that this country is perfectly able, and 
perfectly determined, to dispense with any increase to 


| the standing army, and that it is.equally able, and 


equally determined, to commit the defence of 
those islands to their natural bulwarks--British 
ships, manned by British sailors. As to the 
Army, we grudge no expenditure that will main- 
tain it in the fullest efficiency, and give the amplest sa- 
tisfaction to its high deserts; but it is to our ships and 
our sailors in the first and in the last resort that we have 
to look tor the preservation of our independence, our li- 


i berties, out rights, our strength, our dignity, as a seve- 


reign nation and a world-wide empire. No wonder that 
how to man the navy is universally and instinctively 
felt to be the question above ali questions, and the prob- 
lem which we must solve er perish. Were the Admi- 
ralty to propose a prize essay on this vital topic, the 
world would hardly contain the answers to the in- 
vitation. Every intelligent foreigner is convinged that 
the alleged difficulty of manning the British navy 
isa monstrous mystification, considering the sources of 
our Vitality, and the powes of our traditions, as a con- 
quering and conaimandmng island race. Not a schoolboy 
in the United Kingdom but would fill a quire with de- 
monstrations ofour uuapproachable capacities, as a sec- 
going, sca-faring, sea-loving people, and the consequent 
ease with which we ought to man our ships of war as 
readily as we launch them. And yet there is the start- 
ling phenomenon of british men-of-war begging for 
crews, and cweú with the rash offer of a bounty scarcely 
able to get real seamen to join. It is purely a money 
question, shout half the admirals, all the elerks, and all 
the shrewd commentators, wha gre neither the one 
nor the other, in the fave of she failure of a bounty. 
Appareatly, therefore, the simple money question is not 
quite go simple as it seems, and admits of more than one 
solution. Your bounty system fails to draw the right 
sort of seamen, or fails to keep them ; probably because 
it is neither a premium on good service nor an assurance 
of good treatment, but simply so much salt on the tail 
of birds rather difficult to catch; and still more difficult 
to cage. There is no difhóéunlty in persuading Jack of

Now, 
snpposing that by. way oF an experiment it were resolved 
to supersede the desperate empiricism of bounties by 
raising at once and permanently the pay of seamen who 
serve in the navy, and by maintaining the rate of 
pay at a figure high enough to make our naval ser- 
vice, in a money point of view, superior to any other 
maritime employ? This would involve a considerable 
incress. in one department of the estimates, but it 


| would be in the most important of all departments ; 


it would be repaid by the most tangible sand direct 
advantages, and it might be saved by corresponding 
reductions in other departments, where excess is now 
the rule, aud reckless waste the tradition. 

Stull, a higher rate of pay is not all that is 
required to man our ships readily and efficiently. 
There are other subsidiary but sensible anti- 
pathies to the service which at present, whether 
rightly or wrongly, exist among the largest and best 
class of our seavaring population, and which a few 
very slight Lut appreciable concessions would cheaply 
and easily remove. Sir Charles Napier has lately 
touched upon some petty grievances which have ren- 
dered the service a bugbear to men who prefer the deso- 
late liberty of a north-country collier to the eompara- 
tive luxuries of a man-of-war. It is certain that a man 
is better housed, better ted; better cared fur in all res- 
pects, and ina word, better off, on board a man-of-war 
than ina common merchantman ; yet even the collicr 
is preferred. Might not one principal grievance be 
removed without detriment ta the discipline of the ser- 
vice by withdrawing the exclusive prerogative of punish- 
ment from the arbitrary caprice of one man whose tcm- 
per ‘is apt to be ruffled by the solitary contemplation 
of blue water; and might not regular pay, more un- 
stinted leave of absence, and the avoidance of a 
fretful and fidgetty pursuit of smartness in mere 
drill, overcome the obstinate Fejudiwes of seamen 
who now look upon 2 ship ot war as landsmen 
look upon a house of correction? Sir Charles Napier’s 
letter to the First Lord of the Admiralty contained some 
hints which appealed forcibly to the common sense of 
landsmen, and which we believe many of the allest offi- 
cers in the service would not repudiate. The first thing 
to be done, then, is ta raise the rate of pay, and thus to 
attract the Lesy mena into the service, and the second is 
to attach them by generous treatment. If these two 
methods of manning the navy have the fault of being 
too simple, we can only say we know of no other, unless 
it be that which only a foreign Power, bent upon dispu- 
ting with us the cmpire of the seas, can substitute for 
the milder incentives of a fime of peace. Seamen-gup- 
ners are not the creation of a day ; and we cannot af- 
ford to wait for a degluration of war to learn the seerct

PRIESTLY INTERFERENCE IN TITE BELFAST 
WORKHOUSE SCHOOLS---SPECIAL MEETING 
OF THE GUARDIANS. 
Beirast, Moxpay Evenrxa.---This morning, at 11 
o’clock, a special mecting of the guardians of the Bel- 
fast union was held in the boardroom of the workhouse, 
to consider letters from the Poor Law Commissioners in 
relation to the religions education in the workhouse 
schools, and the interference of the Roman Catholic 
chaplain therewith. The vice-chairman, Dr. M‘Gee, 
J.P., oceupied the chair. There was a large attendance 
of ex-officio and elected guardians. Captain Robinson 
P.L.1L., was also’in attendance. 
The Clerk read a letter from the Poor Law Commis- 
sioners in reply to the memorial of the guardians; alsoa 
memorial from the Romin Catholic chaplain, Kev. Mr. 
0’ Laverty, and a letter from the commissioners to Mr. 
O’ Laverty in reply thereto. 
The Commissioners admitted that the guardians stood, 
to a great extent, in the position of parents towards the 
children in the workhouse schools. They felt satisfied 
that the guardians did not-do anything in reference to 
religious instruction for purposes of proselytism. The 
books supplied to the Roman Catholic children—in- 
cluding “The Path to Paradise,’ “The Christian’s 
Spiritual Guide,” and the Douay version of the Scrip- 
tures—being a guarrantee of such, but the commissioners 
thought the guardians should not enfoice the reading 
of the Scriptures when objected to; and the commis- 
sioners informed Mr. O'Laverty that he was as much 
subject to the control of guardians as any other officer of 
the house. They also desired the guardians to get a 
statement from Mr. O’ Laverty of what books he would 
wish the Roman Catholic children to use; what religious 
instructions he would wish them to have, and what 
time he would give to imparting religious structions. 
Mr. O’Lauerty, having been called before the board 
and asked those’questions, stated that with regard to the 
beoks to be used he required the Roman Catholic Cate- 
chism, and as to the persons to give religious instruction 
he wished to have two adults—a man for the boys’ 
school and a woman for the girls’ school---to be appointed 
at his suggestion, or at lesst that both the guardians and 
he might approve of them, and that these persons give 
religious instruction during the half-hour allotted each 
day for that [purpose, “ile could not fix any time in 
which he would give religious instruction himself, but 
he would drop in from time to time and give religious 
instruction oftener than the rules of the commissioners 
or act of parliament required. He would not permit the 
Bible to be read under any circumstances by the chil- 
dren, but he would permit some adults to read it. 
After some discussion of the matter (Mr. () Leary hav- 
ing retired from the board-room) it was moved by W. 
T. B. Lyons, J.P., and seconded by Henry Harrison, 
Esq., J.P.,---“ That the chaplains of the different 
denominations be required to attend for two days in the 
week to impart to the children of their respective deno-

Madrid Government : | 
more is meant than the immediate chastisement of t 
marauders who have been for years harassing 
Spanish possessions on the coast of Africa. For 
last eight or ten days San Sebastian has had within 
its walls or in its immediate bourhood 
5,000 or 6,000 troops, waiting for ships to transport 
them to Cadiz and thence to Morocco. Private letters 
from Santander of the 16th mention that on the morn- 
ing of the 14th 700 men of the Regiment of Savoya 
left that port for Cadiz, in the Spanish war steamer 
Marquis de Ja Victoria. This shiphas, I believe, just 
been bought from the Canard Company, and is one of 
the large number of vessels built and purchased for the 
Spanish Government in England. A battalion of the 
of Almanza, and another of the Regiment of 
‘Tolosa, quartered at Burgos, were expected at Santan- 
der in a few days, also bound for Morocco, and some 
sensation was created in the town during the em- 
barkation of the Savoyard battalion by the French 
Consul displaying his flag in honour of the event. 
On the 19th instant, about 900 rank and file, com- 
posing the first battalion and part of the second of the 
regiment of Almanza just alluded to, also arrived 
at Santander, and are, as at San Sebastian, billeted 
on the inhabitants, until embarked for Africa. This 
is a much finer corps than the one that left on the 
14th. They carry excellent armes de précision, and 
are dressed in light white felt shakos, loose-fitting 
chocolate-coloured frock coats with capes, blue trousers, 
and black gaiters to the knees. The men seem eager 
enough for the expedition or a crusade against the 
infidels, but do not by any means relish the idea of 
having to traverac the sea to getatthem. It is probable 
that by this time war has been officially declared by the 
Spanish Government. 

It is said that the editor of one of the semi-official 
papers has received orders to prepare a leading article, 
in which the object of the Emperor of the French in 
demanding a European Congress will be fully explained. 
‘That object is to have the article in the Treaty of 

1815 rescinded which excludes the Bonaparte family 
from all power in France. The production has been two 
or three times revised and corrected, and is expected to 
appear before long. 

General Dabermida has left Paris, far from satisfied, 
it is said, with the French Government. Previous 
to his departure he had an “animated” discussion 
with the Minister for Foreign Affairs, who is reported 
to have observed that, to carry out his pretensions, 
he should first have 300,000 men to make war on 
Austria. 

AUSTRIA. 

Viexna, Ocr. 21.—The Vienna papers of this mor- 
ning have copied from the Oest Correspondenz & London 
telegram which gives a summary of the contents of the 
treaty recently signed at Zurich. It is not unlikely 
ihat the text of the Convention published by the Lon- 
don papers of yesterday is correct, although the above- 
mentioned Ministerial organ declines to give any 
guarantee for the authenticity of the English “ version” 
of the treaty. In three days the Zurich Conferences 
will be at an end, but no fewer than four treatics will 
have been signed before the representatives of the three 
Powers separate. In my letter of the 19th instant 
the parties to three of the treaties were mentioned, 
and I have since been informed that a fourth 
document will be signed by Austria, France, and Sardi- 
nia. In diplomatic circles it is related that the whole 
sum which Sardinia has to pay is 100,000,000f1., but no 
one is able to say when the money is to change hands. 
‘The prevalent opinion is, that Sardinia will have to pay 
40,000,000f1. down, and, besides, to take on herself 
60,000,000f1. as the. share of Lombardy in the Aus- 
irian national debt. The sum which Sardinia, in 1849, 
afteralong and hard fight between Baron Bruck and 
M. Dabormida consented to pay Austria was 75,000,000f. 
(30,000,000f1.). In some of the foreign papers it 
has been said that the King of the Belgians acted 
as arbiter between Austria and Sardinia, but the 
statement is incorrect. The money part of 
the Lombardy question was settled by the Emperor Na- 
poleon, who awarded to Austria twice as much as Sar- 
dinia proposed to pay. We learn by the English version 
ofthe Zurich treaty that the rights of the Sovereigns 
of Tuscany, Modena, and Parma are expressly reserved, 
but astrong impression prevails in political circles that 
ihe Duchess-Regent of Parma andthe Duke of Modena 
wtil never be able to return to their States. It appears 
to be understood that Piacenza is in future to form an 
integral part of the kingdom of Sardinia. The ‘Turia 
diplomatists would fain haye persuaded the kmperor 
Napoleon to insist on the fortresses of Mantue and Pes- 
«hiera being garrisoned by Austro-Italian (Venetian) 
troops, but the French Monarch declined to urge Aus- 
zria to take"a step which would necessarily lead to an 
almost immediate loss of the line of the Mincio. 

From gimini and Ancona the following news of the 
p 2th inst. has been received :— 

é On the 9th inst., the company of enginecrs which 
was : tationed at Rimini suddenly left for Bologna, and 
other tr~ps have received orders to be prepared to 
march. It $s to be understood that the whole of the 
National Army js to be concentrated between Modena, 
Bologna, and Fevrara. A very fiery address which 
Garibaldi made to tit¢ people has been posted in ail the 
towns in the Legations. It is rumoured at Ancona that 
the Pope is about to issue A proclamation, and to take 
forcible possession oí the :“gations, but it is also re- 
ported that the Revolutionary Government will, “by a 
decisive blew,’ acquire greater stability. Large quan- 
tities of weapons are now distributed in the Romagna, 
and it must be considered a bad omen that the poniards, 
which have hitherto been invisible, are now making 
their appearance in public. In general, the hoisting 
of the Sardinian flag and arms produced very little im- 
pression on the Romagnoles. Garibaldi is continually 
moving between Bologna and Modena, and it is he who 
is superintending the above-mentioned concentration of 


4roops. 

- The Venetian emigration continues to furnish a con- 
siderable contingent to the revolutionary army. It isre- 
lated that Garibaldi has bought two steamers in Eng- 
land—it is more probable that they are supplied by Sar- 
dinia—which are to further the plans of the National 
party on the west coast of the Adriatic.” 


On the &thinst., the Minister for Ecclesiastical Affairs 
eent orders to Hungary that paragraph 26 of the Im- 
perial patent of the ist of September should be strictly 
upheld.

The Minister for Ecclesiastical 
Affairs says, that the resolutions taken by a “ Su- 
perintendential ” Assembly or Convent which is not 
formed in accordance with paragraph 26 of the Imperial 
patent, shall be null and void. “Should, contrary to 
my expectations,” says Count Thun, “any attempt be 
moade to hold such an unlawful convent, the political 
suthorities (police) jare to summon the persons who 
may intend to assemble to retire, and in case they 
should refuse to do so to use the necessary measures for 
enforcing obedience.” The consultations between the

When in the carriage, however, he 
told the public functionary to take him to prison at once 
as it was no use looking for a general who had no exist- 
ence. The prisoner proves to be the very man who 
swindled the Duke of Oldenburg, but as yet the police 
have not been able to learn his real name. 
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RE-OPENING OF THE LONDON TUEATRES. 

The London tueatres that closed at the commencement 
of the autumn have now atl re-opened, and no less than 
six establishments devoted to the non-lyrical drama in- 
vite the patronage of Western London. At the Adelphi 
there are signs of life which could hardly have been an- 
ticipated a few weeks since. The manager has not 
greatly increased his effective force, but he has brought 
his own histrionic talent into play with more than wonted 
vigour, and a favourite piece of other days, “ The Willow 
Copse” (a version of La Closerie des Genets), gains a va- 
lue it never had before, by the minute truthfulness with 
which he represents a character formerly acted in mere 
melodramatic style. At the risk of offending all who 
judge artfrom a highground,it may be laid down as a maxim 
that one striking object—say one actor, one scene, one 
cameleopard—is more attractive to the theatrical public 
than an ensemble of general respectability. The company 
at the Olympic Tieatre is remarkably well organised 
for its purpose, but people go especially to see Mr. Rob- 
son. Miss Amy Sedgwick has of late been the particular 
magnet at the Haymarket ; and there is no doubt that 
the piquant style of Miss Marie Wilton has a great deal 
to do with the popularity of the Strand. Now, Mr. Web- 
ster is just one of those artistes who, after going through 
half-a-dozen parts without producing much effect, occa- 
sionally light upon something which they can render the 
talk of the town. Character—strongly-marked, indivi- 
dual charactcr—is what he requires to bring his singular 
talent into play, and among the phases of humanity 
which he essays to delineate there are none that he das 
more thoroughly grasped than those mental and physical 
states which denote the descent of man from good to bad, 
and from bad to worse. The part that he acts in “The 
Willow Copse” presents exactly these phases ; and Far- 
mer Luke is at present one of the most striking per- 
sonages to be seen on any London stage, while he hasa 
most eflicient companion in his mischief-making, but 
faithtul servant, Mey, who is played by Miss Woolgar 
with such rustic vigour, and such an unsophisticated 
abandonment to impulse, that her acting is as highly 
coloured and as distinct as that of her master. Toa 
great extent, Miss Woolgar shares the peculiarity of Mr. 
Webster. She is not at home in every part she attempts, 
but when she does find a suitable character, the eflect 
she produces is astonishing; and the mannerism which 
disfigures her weaker performances seems utterly des- 
troyed by the force of a strong, uncurbed nature. Thus 
the New Adelphi is beginning to shine out in true 
Adelphi fashion, and tiie prestige of the old house will 
doubtless be of service in enabling the manager to re- 
cover the ancient popularity. Moralists often tell us that 
the bright deeds of our ancestors ought to tempt us to 
noble emulation, not to encourage us in unworthy re- 
pose; andthe same doctrine will apply to an old-es- 
tablished firm or a largely-patronised place of recreation. 
At the beginning of the year, “Stat nominis umbra” 
looked very like the motto of the Adelphi ‘Theatre ; but 
now the “ umbra” passes away, and something like sub- 
stance is added to the name. A manager with such a 
property as the Adelphi has his fortune in his own power, 
and we are glad to find Mr. Webster putting his shoulder 
to the wheel in good earnest. 

The opening of the Princess’ Theatre has somewhat 
disappointed expectation. Anything that would rival 
the fame of Mr. Charles Kean was not expected, but it 
was thought that great successes in humble departments 
of the drama might possibly be achieved. All that is 
at present proved is the excellent taste and liberality of 
the new manager, Mr. Larris, in putting his pieces upon 
the stage---the pieces themselves not having been par- 
ticularly attractive. “ Ivy Hall,” an adaptation of Octave 
Feuillet’s dull play. Le Romand’un jeune Homme pauvre, 
has served as a handy peg whereon to hang scenery of 
singular beauty, and would, perhaps, have beea more 
popular had some Charles Kemble or James Wallack 
(in his prime, of course) represented the gentleman- 
steward who captivates the young lady of the house, in 
spite of the apparent lowliness of his position. But Mr. 
Harcourt Bland,the light comedian of the establishment, 
endows moral worth with that solid aspect that rather 
commands respect than awakens tender feelings ; 
and the rest of the actors seemed to be bowed 
down and oppressed with the weight of the 
piece. In an extravaganza called “ Love and Fortune,”’ 
in which all the conventional characters of the old Ita- 
lian stage, as it appeared in the Paris of Louis XIV., 
are introduced, Mr. Planche,a zealous archwologist, has, 
we fear, contrived more to amuse himself by the repro- 
duction of a number of figures with which he is familiar, 
than to recreate the general public, who know nothing 
about them. Pierrot, the millerlike droll—Crispin, the 
fierce servant, with huge sword, jack-boots, and large 
frill--- Harlequin, who does talk, and does not conjure, 
wearing his patches on a loose unspangled dress---are 
all delightful persons to a chosen few; but, unluckily, 
they are utterly without significance to that large mul- 
titude on which the revenues of a theatre depend. In- 
deed, there is no class of persons to whose education it 
belongs to know anything about them. The piece should 
have been so constructed as to interest in spite of the 
dresses, and then its success would not have depended 
alone on the novelty and grace of Mr, Oscar Byrne’s 
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poor per-centage, granting even an abnormal 
repletion of the stalls and the dress-circle. We have al- 
ready said that some definite object of attraction should 
always be presented by the manager who hopes to en- 
gage the attention of the general public. The want of 
such an object was apparent on the opening night at 
the Princess’ Theatre. Attempts, week now 
obviously made to render Mr. H. Widdicomb—a low 
comedian, famous at the Surrey—a decided “ feature”

Baron Hughes was of opinion that sufficient cause had 
not been shown on the affidavit to grant the motion, and 
advised that the present application should be made be- 
fore the judge who had first heard the case.

The Lord Chief Baron, in addressing the city grand 
jury, said—Mr. Foreman and gentlemen of the grand 
jury of the city of Dublin, I havea list placed before 
me of the offences which will be the subject of your careful 
consideration. They comprise twenty-two cases, involv- 
ing charges against thirty persons, but it does net appear to 
me, from the character of the offences, or the number 
which is te be presented for your consideration, that they 
are of an important or very serious character, or any- 
thing more than might be expected to arise in a popula- 
tion so large as that out of which they have sprung. 
With respect to the particular character of the offences [ 
have no special ebservatien to make, but simply to tell 
you that you are carefully to investigate each case, and 
ascertain whether, on the informations laid before you, 
there is prima facie proof of guilt®; whether the facts 
are such as, if unrebutted and unexplained, would war- 
rant a petty jury in finding a verdict of guilty. If there 
is a prima facie case of guilt, of course it will be your 
duty to find true bills. It was their duty, if they thought 
there was notaclear case, not unnecessarily tosubject per- 
sons to the exposure of trial, or by premature investigation 
to suffer guilty persons to escape. Gentlemen of the 
county grand jury, your labours will be very light in- 
deed. The entire number of persons charged is but 
seven, who are in custody, and two on bail. I believe 
that one case, will be presented to you which will be in 
part, if not altogether, founded on circumstantial evi- 
dence. It may be right to tell you what is the legal 
meaning of circumstantial evidence. Circumstantial 
evidence is that kind of testimony which does not di- 
rectly bring home guilt against the party charged, but 
furnishes, by a variety of circumstances, the foundation 
for an inference of guilt. The law upon evidence of 
that character was very clear and simple, although 
sometimes there was great difficulty in its application. 
If the circumstances proved were such that no reasonable 
inference could be drawn from them save that the party 
charged was guilty, then they, as grand jurors, would be 
warranted in finding true bills, as a petty jury would be 
warranted in finding a verdict of guilty ; but, upon the 
other hand, if the circumstances were consistent with 
innocence, then, of course, the party charged was enti- 
tled to a verdict of acquittal. Circumstances 
in themselves were not sufficient, but if they 
should be consistent ‘with each other, and consistent with 
guilt, according to the inference drawn by reasonable 
minds, then circumstantial evidence sometimes furnished 
sufficient, andthe most satisfactory, proof of guilt. I 
have nothing further to observe upon, gentlemen, and 
you will now consider the bills which will be laid be 
fure you. 

The bills were then handed up. 

Mr. J. A. Lawson, Q.C.; Mr. J. E. Walshe, Q,C.; and 
Mr. Charles Barry, appeared on behalf of the Crown. 

Buretary.—William : Whelan was indicated for 
breaking into the Roman Catholic Church, Inchicore, and 
stealing therefrum two money boxes, the property of the 
Rev. Charles Fox. A man who had care of the church 
deposed that, on the 5th instant, between one and two 
o'clock in the morning, he heard a noise in the church, 
and upon going towards the door he found the prisener 
in the porch. A window which had been secured the 
previous evening was forced open. ‘The prisoner had in 
his possession one of the money boxes, which had been 
wrenched by him from the wall, and when taken into 
custody he pointed out the place where he had concealed 
the other box, which he had also wrenched from its 
place. 

The Jury found the prisoner Guilty, and he was or- 
dered to stand by. 

Fevony or PLate.—Michael Myles pleaded guilty toa 
charge of stealing a silver snuff-box, a cream ewer 
an amethyst ring, and a number of silver forks and 
spoons, the property of a lady named Cullen, residing 
at Kingstown. 

The ‘prisoner, in extenuation, alleged he was intoxi- 
cated at the time he committed the offence. 

Sentence deferred, 

Fatse Pretrences.---Michael Kelly was jndicted for 
obtaining a pair of boots from Catherine Geary, by 
false pretences. From the evidence it appeared that 
the prisoner called on the prosecutrix, and obtained from 
her a pair of boots, alleging he was sent for them by a 
bootmaker with whom®she dealt, and in whose employ-, 
ment the prisoner had been. 

The prisoner was convicted. 

Roseery.— William Doyle was indicted for stealing 
four silver spoons, five silver forks,and several other 
articles, the property of Mr. William Phibbs Boileau. 
It was further charged against him that he committed 
the present offence he being previously a convicted 
felon, having been convicted and sentenced to a period 
of imprisonment by the Recorder, in October, 1858. 
He was also indicted for having, on the 28th of August 
1859, stolen two coats, the property of Mr. Theodore 
Cronhelm, of Merrion ; secondly, that on the 7th of 
September, 1859, at West Park, he did attempt to steal 
the goods of Mr. Alexander M‘Kay, by breaking into 
his dwelling-house ; and further for having, on the 7th 
September, 1859, stolen a shirt, the property of Mr 
William Murray, at Claremount. 

He pleaded not guilty to all the indictments. 

Mr. Alexander M‘Kay deposed that on the 7th 
September, he heard a noise of glass breaking in the 
lodge attached to his residence, and on examination 
found the prisoner concealed. He asked him what brought 
him there, and the prisoner replied he was running away 
from a policeman, and wished to get transported, as he 
was weary of liberty. He was then given into custody. 

Mrs. Wm. Murray identified the shirt which the pri- 
soner was alleged to have stolen. The shirt was bleach- 
ing on a hedge when it wasstolen. The prisoner denied 
that he stole it, and stated he gave tenpence for it to a 
“chap” that morning. 

Mr. M‘Kay, in reply to Mr. Lawson, stated Mr. Mur- 
ray’s house at Claremont was but 200 yards’ distance 
from his own house, which the prisoner had broken into. 

The ,prisoner was convicted on the several indict- 
ments, and ordered to stand by. 

Rospery.---A man named James Keane was convicted 
of stealing a quantity of wearing apparel, the property 
of a labourer named Corrigan. Sentence deferred.

Discovery or Two Human Bopiss.—After a lapse of 
thirty-four years the accidental discovery of the skele- 
tons who were lost in a pit im the Farnans Colliery, 
Queen’s County, the property of B. B. Edge, Esq., 
created much interest a few days sincein the district. 
It appears that so far back as the year 1825, a number of 
men, while working in the pit in question, were suddenly 
flooded by the tapping of some shaft. Some few es- 
caped, the others were drowned, and nothing more 
was heard of the lost colliers until the 8th instant, when 
a working party, while clearing out an old pit, discovered 
a human skeleton, covered with a part of the waistcoat 
and trousers of the deceased ; but what was most re- 
markable, the shoes, which appeared to be newly made at 
the time, were apparently as sound as they were on the day 
o. the accident, ¢ontaining the heel bones of the feet—the 
r emains of the skeleton being ina perfect state of preser- 
vation. Although it may be supposed that, at the bot- 
tom of a pit of great depth, the action of the water 
would cause a speedy dissolution of every part of the 
human frame, a portion of the muscles were preserved , 
and the skeleton was entire in allits parts. William 
Clarke, Esq., coroner, held an inquest on the remains, 
and it added no little degree of interest to find one of 
the survivors present who detailed the circumstances of 
the accident, being in the pit at the time, but by some 
accident effected his escape. Dr. Bolton was present, 
and proved that the skeleton was that of a male, and the 
jury returned a verdict to the effect that the remains 
were those of one of a party lost in the pit in 1825. On 
Tuesday last another skeleton was found, but no inquest 
was held, as the coroner did not concecive it necessary to 
put the county to any expense, the cause of death being 
clearly ascertained.---Carlow Sentinel. 

Sir Jonn Franxurxn.—Just at this time Sir John 
Franklin was heard to say that he considered the post 
to be his birthright as the senior Arctic explorer in 
England. He had recently returned from his post as 
Governor of Van Diemen’s Land; his sensitive and 
generous spirit chafed under the unmerited treatment 
he had experienced from the then Se2retary of State for 
the Colonies, and, sick of civil employment, he naturally 
turned again to his profession, as a better field for the 
ability and devotion he had wasted on a thankless office. 
Sanguine of success, forgetful of past suffering, he 


the earliest, of modern Arctic expeditions. Directly it 
was known that he would go if asked, the Admiralty 
were, of course, only too glad to avail themselves of the 
experience of Franklin; but Lord Haddington, then 
First Lord, with that kindness which ever distinguished 
him, suggested that Franklin might well rest at homeon 
his laurels. “ I might find a good exeuse for not letting 
you go, Sir John,” said the peer, “ in the tell-tale record 
which informs me that you are sixty years of age.” “ No 
no,my lord,’ was Franklin’s rejoinder; “ I am only 
Sifty-nine.” Before such earnestness all scruples yielded 
—the offer was officially made and accepted—to Sir John 
Franklin wasconfided the Arctic Expedition, consist- 
ing of H.M,S.; Erebus, in which he hoisted his pennant, 
and Hi.M.S. Terror, commanded by Captain Crozier, who 
had recently accompanied Sir James Ross in his won- 
derful voyageito the Antarctic Seas.—Once a Week. 
Nature’s |IDAROMETER.— [he scarlet pimpesnay 
(Anagillis orvensis), shepherd’s barometer,or poor man’s 
veather-glass| is the best floral barometer ; because, not 
only does the flower never open on a rajny, but long be- 
fore the shówbr is coming it is oonscious of its approach, 
and closes upits petals. This peculiarity was noticed 
by Durham, in his “ Physico Theology;” by Lord Ba- 
con, who i wincopipe ; and by Leydon. Not only 
does the pimpernal shut up its blossoms during rainy 
and cloudy weather, but it is one of the best of the clock 
flowers, opening its petals in our latitude at abaut ten 
minutes past seven in the morning, and closing them a 
few minutes after two in the afternoon. Dr. Seeman, the 
naturalist of Itellett’s Arctic Expedition, mentions the 
regular closing of the flowers during tle long day ofanArc- 
tic summer. “Although” he says,“the sun nover sets, 
while it lasts the plants make no mistake about the 
time, when, if it be not night, it ought to be, but regu- 
larly, as the evening hours approach, and when a mid- 
night sun is several degrees above the harizan, they 
droop their leaves and sleep, even as they do at sunset 
in more favoured climes,” This naturalist adds that, if 
ever man should reach the pole, and be undecided which 
way to turn when his compass has become sluggish and 
his timepiece out of order, the plants will show him the 
way ; their sleeping feaves will tell him that midnight is 
at hand, and that at that time the sun is standing in the 
north. ‘The chickweed flower is one of the best, as it is 
one of the commonest indicators of the changes of 
weather. It has been recommended that the traveller 
by the roadside should wrap his cloak around him if the 
flower is not quite closed; for rain, if nat come 
is not far off. But if the chickweed flower be fully ex- 
panded he may walk gaily on, with a pretty good 
assurance that for four hours, at least, he may be safe 
from rain. Miss Anne Pratt, in her “ Flowering Plants 
and Ferns of Great Britain” says, that, constant as the 
flowers are under their accustomed circumstances, yet 
there are certainly cases in which, if unusual darkness 
come upon them, they do, as Dr. Seeman expresses it, 
make a “ mistake.” This lady further states that 
some years ago an eclipse of the sun having brought 
darkness at mid-day she took a lantern and went out 
to examine the flowers and leaves, and found both 
folded up just as at midnight. Various species of gar- 
den convolvulus, the pheasant’s eye, and several other 
flowers, were quite closed, and daisies and marigolds 
“had gone to hed with the sun.” The leaves of 
lupins, laburnums, and acacias, all hung drooping as 
at night-time ; and, as the darkness gradually dis- 
appeared, the flowers and leaves opened and stood 
erect as if to meet the dawn.—Dickens’ All the Year 
Round. 
Guosts.—A Guost at THE War Orrices.—Mr. 
William Howitt writes to Mr. Charles Dickens, con- 
troverting the suggestion of a writer in All the Year 
Round, who said that ghosts were “ thoughts.”
